At Louisville Tumbles Down to 
the Ohio River's Bottom. 



Twenty-Five Lives Lost in Probably 

as Many Seconds. 



But a Few More Day* ami the Labor of 
Year. Would Have lleeii Finished- 
High Wind Caused the False 
Work to tllve Way. 

Louisville, Ky., Dec. 10 — At 10:1B 
Fridny morning a whole span of the 
.UfTfrsonville bridge fell. The bridge 
Is now under construction by the Phce- 
nixville itrldge Co., of Phu>nlxrille. 
lit. Fifty men were at work on the 
bridge, nil of whom were precipitated 
into the river. The number killed may 
exceed thirty.

The sccldent was due to the Insecure 
placing of the "traveler" Thursday 
night. The wind still further loosened 
it. and Friday morning tho order was 
given to draw it back into its place and 
the engines were started. 

The wistd was high and the swaying 
of the false work forced the traveler 
from the piles on which it was placed. 
When the end slipped off tho men real- 
ized their danger. The engineer called 
to the men, and ten of the fifty-one on 
the span escaped. Forty-one fell UO 
feet into the water. 

The span which fell would have been 
finished Friday afternoon. After the 
"traveler" had been fastened to the 
pier there won Id have Wen no danger 
from the wind or current. 

At 11 o'clock it was known twenty- 
five men had been killed, as that mnny 
dead bodies hud been recovered The 
bodies were most horribly mangled. 
At that hour the number of wounded 
could not be ascertained though the 
number was kown to bo large. 

The shocking accident was witnessed 
by men employed along the river front 
and on the bouts plying up and down 
the river. 

The ferry company at once sent two 
boats to assist in securing the bodies of 
the dead and dying and rescuing the

on the ground, but refused to answer 
any questions put to them. 

Both banks of the river were crowd- 
ed with people many women were in 
the thronp, and it was apparent there 
were present the wives and children of 
those who had gone down to death.

The only street leading to the ap- 
proaches to the bridge is Campbell 
street. Here the throngs rushed to- 
ward the bridge, which became so 
dense that only with the greatest diffi- 
culty could the police keep this passage- 
way from being completely blocked. 

The injure. 1 were brought to the city 
hospital at the rate of about one a 
minute. At ll:15seven men had been 
brought in. All were unconscious, and 
as a result their names could not be 
learned.

as tho house is concerned before the 
end of the year.
